After the Germans left the conference late this afternoon 


the British, French and Belgian premiers telegraphed orders 
for immediate occupation by the allied troops to Ruhrort, 
Duisburg and Duesseldorf.

FOODS WHICH FURNISH IODINE 


Iodine is one of ^he, dozen or nune 


ilements \vhich are essential to 
lealth and life, and it is Ju-st as 
mportaut to Itnow something of tlie 
food sources of iodine for the hu- 
man body as it is to know which 
foods furnish phosphorus or calcium 
or iiou to tho body. 


The iodine so familiar as au <Uco- 


lolic solution called tincture of io- 
dine, is obtained from seaweeds. It 
las been found present in 
certain 


!resh water plants, such as water 
ress, biook lime and ths fine-leaved 
water hemlock. 
There is pome 


odine in tobacco ash—which is no 
aigumcnt m favor ol binokin?

present in sea water; 
indeol sea 


water is piobablv the original s<"-iiive 
ol all the loiline of nature. 


Cod luer oil contains considerable 


odine. which is one of the leasons

are such sea-food as lobster, shrimp, 
salmon, 
oysters, cra*)s, cod, and

rooms; and such fruits as grapes, 
bananas, strawberries and pears.

Stupendous numbers of meteors ex- 


ist in interstellar space. Their num- 
ber, even in our own solar system, is 
incomprehensible. 
Those 
meteors 


are tolid bodies varying in size from 
mere grains ot dust up to others many 
feet in diameter and weighing tons. 
the earth, in its annual 
revolution 
•round tbo sun, encounters tens of 
millions of these meteoric bodies ev- 
ery 24 hours.. The atmosphere of the 
earth acts aa a cushion to break tbe 
fall of these bodies, and to consume 
nearly all of them before* they reach 
the earth's aurfoce. 
Rushing, thru 


the upper strata of tho atmosphere 
with speed sometimes reaching .45 
miles per second, their friction with 
the atmosphere beats them almost in- 
stantly to the burning and consuming 
point. We sometimes set) the results 
of the combustion in the so-called 
"shooting stars." Animal life on the 
earth would b« intolerable except 
for the protection which the atmos-

The sun, with its entire planetary 


system, is moving through the great 
stellar system at the rate of four 
hundred million miles per year. The 
other millions of suns In our stellar 
system are also in motion and
